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Remarks 


During the week ending the 14th December, 1940, in 
British India and in the Indian States shown in this state- 
ment, the total number of deaths recorded in 220 towns 
having a population of 30,000 and over was 10,432, The mid- 
year estimated population of these towns was 25,619,134 
and the death rate was 20 * 9 per thousand of the 
population, Births in the same towns numbered 
18^08 giving a birth rate of 37 '5 per thousand of the 
population. In British India alone the corresponding 
birth and death rates were 37*2 and 21-1 per thousand of 
the population respectively. 

(A) British India .— The following towns in British India 
returned a birth rate of 50 or over per thousand of the 
population. 

Nabadwip (70*0) and Gaya (67-3). 

The high death rate in Nabadwip is mainly due to deaths 
from cholera. The high death rate in Gaya wa« to some 
extent due to the largo number of death* from fevers.

In 201 towns in British India, there were 47 daaths from 
cholera, 35 deaths from smallpox and 10 deaths from plague. 
Of the deaths from cholera Nabadwip re oorded 28; Bhagalpur 
10 ; Delhi 9 Calcutta 5 ; Patna, Howrah, Baranagar and 
Berhampur (in Bengal) one each. Of the deaths from smallpox 
Ajmer reooraed 9; Calcutta 7; Gujranwala 2; Lahore, Sargoaha, 
Cawnpore, ToUygunj, Surat, Karachi, Hyderabad, Madras and 
Boa war one each . Of the deaths from plaguo Cawnpore and 
Benaros rooorded 3 eaoh; Paudharpur and Coimbatore 2 each, 

(B) Indian States . — Amongst the Indian States shown In 
this statement, there was no town which had a high death 
rate of 50 or over per thousand of the population. 

In 17 towns of the Indian States there was one death from 
smallpox raoorded In Bhopal City ; and 3 deatha from plague 
of which 2 were recorded in Mysore City and the other in Ban- 
galore City. Cholera was absent during the week,

INDIA METEOROLOGICAL DEPARTMENT 

Memorandum on the probable amount of rain and snow in north-west India in 
January, February and March , 1947 . 

It is p fseible in some years to form a rough estimate of the probable 
amount of winter precipitation in north-west India during January to March 
from certain antecedent atmospheric conditions in different parts of the globe. 
The factors which act as guides in this matter are, in the order of decreasing 
reliability, the following : — 

(i) December rain in the western region comprising Kashmir, the 

North-West Frontier Province, Baluchistan and Tran. 

(ii) Mean pressure in December in South America. 

(iii) December rain at Port Blair. 

(iv) The westerly component of the upper winds at Agra at a height of 

3 to 6 miles (September second half and October first, half). 

Information regarding item (iii) has not been available from 1942 and 
hence the following inferences are based on a formula with the other three 
factors only. 


2. Division ** North-West India ”. 

In this memorandum north-west India is taken to oonsist of the western 
Himalayas, the United Provinces, the Punjab, the North-West Frontier 
Province, Sind, Rajputana and Gujarat. In as much, however, as the 
rainfall in March in the United Provinces is said to be prejudicial rather than 
favourable to the cropB, this rainfaU is not taken into consideration. 

3. Data. 

The relevant data for the present season are : — 

(i) The conditions in Iran and north-west India. — The total rainfall in 

Iran, Baluchistan, the North-West Frontier Province and 
Kashmir was in slight defect in December. Snowfall in the 
western Himalayas in December was slightly above normal. 

(ii) South American Pressure. — Pressure was O' 8 mm. below normal in 

Deoember. 

(iii) The high-level 'winds over northern India. — The westerly component 

of the upper winds was very weak at Agra. 

4. Conclusion. 

Of the above factors, western rain is slightly unfavourable and the 
remaining two faotors are vary unfavourable. 

This year all the three factors are unfavourable and indicate that the 
winter rainfall and snowfall (combined) in north-west India for the period 
January to March 1947 will be below average.
